present point of the advancing Brit- 
ish wedge. 


On their front in rorthern France 


the French ar,e holdlnK themselves in 
restraint at present, permitting the 
crown prince to hammer away at their 
lines in attacks which t.lmost invari- 
abl yare repulsed with heavy German 
losses. 
Two attacks by tho Germans in the 


Craonnes sector on the Aisne front last 
night were repulsed. 
Efforts by the 


Germans, on two occasions to recap- 
ture: trenches which they had lost In 
the Beaumont region on the Verdun 
front also were unsuccessful.

on England the officials figures show 
that the four groups of v»ennan airmen 
making their sixth attack in eight days 
inflicted comparatively few casualties 
by the bombs they dropped.

LONDONERS ARE 
BOMB-BROKE AND 


TAKE NO FRIGHT 


London, Oct. 2.—Londoners, despite 


the repeated German attempts to drop 
bombs upon the city, are standing the 
teat well. 
Last night, when two 


squadrons of raiders succeeded in get- 
ting close to London and some of their 
number over the city, there wag no 
panic and no untoward incident. 


Immediately the coming of the raid- 


ers waa signalled the people In the 
streets scurried for cover, while motor 
buses and carts drew up to the curb, 
where the passengers alighted quickly. 
Within five minutes the streets were 
deserted virtually and a strange silence 
roll ov«r the city. 


Most .of the offices and shop* had 


closed before S o'clock to permit their 
employes to reach their home* and 
OMT* wa* only a. fraction of the num- 


ber of persons on the streets as under 
normal conditions. With the gather- 
Ing of dusk many of the poorer classes, 
particularly the women and children, 
had gathered at the tube stations, 
around the Guild hall and St. Paul's 
and other places of rofuge. The po- 
lice, and special constables aligned 
them in files and when the warning 
was given they were shepherded into 
tho 
refuges without confusion 
or 


crowding. 
The theaters which are 


open had small audiences and the ma 
Jority of the restaurants were almost 
deserted. 


The air battles over London hav* 


become so much a matter of course 
that whenever there was a lull for a 
few minutes in the firing, the buses 
started-running again and the people 
flocked into '.he streets.

The Kiiropean war has been a most im- 


portant factor in the development of avi- 
ation, yet it hits acted as a powerful 
hindrance to the general utilization of the 
(lying machine. It has absorbed by far 
the greater part of the world's output of 
these mechanisms, and it has drawn into 
its activities trained aviators as rapidly 
as they have attained experience and 
skill. Not everything in commonly known, 
because not all can be told, concerninc; the 
degree of efficiency to which the bclligt*- 
out nations have brought their military 
and naval aerial forces. Such informa- 
tion as the censors have permitted to be- 
come public, however, in of a character to 
convince tho interested observer that, 
with the dawn of peace, aviation along 
general utilitarian lines will take a secure 
place beside railroads and shipping, and 
as a close competitor of both. 


In the war zones, the machine and the 


operator have been compelled to contend 
against obstacles and to overcome diffi- 
culties that would never present thsns- 
sclves in normal conditions. Inventive 
genius has been constant and unremitting 
in its effort to render the enemy's aero- 
planes and dirgiblcs harmless. Anti-air- 
raft guns arc constantly sweeping tho 
ty with the purpose of "bringing down" 
he airmen, and, where the long range 
un is not a factor, the aviator is run- 
ing under, or over, or through fleets of 
ncmy machines, his plane at once a tar- 
-et and a battery. Navigation in such 
ii cumstances is, perhaps, the least haz- 
irdous of the aviator's tasks. He man- 
ges and steers his machine mechanically 
vhile he is attacking or attempting to 
scape. It is not a question of meeting or 
ivercoming unfavorable natural condi- 
ions; it is not a question of engine con- 
rol; none of the dangers of which the 
arly airmen were conscious, and none of 
he fears that beset them, troubles the 
aerial fighter. Keeping afloat with the 
aid of the planes and the engine has bc- 
ome a minor consideration; keeping 
afloat despite the projection or dropping 
}f shells and peppering of bullets from 
»arth and sky, is the principal thing.

It will seem like gross negligence of 


opportunity on the part of the United 
States government if, with all of its ad- 
vantages, it docs not, without, needless 
delay, establish aerial mail service. The 
project need not be entered upon in *. too 
extensive or costly fashion. It, at least, 
can be inaugurated. Then those familiar 
with the time and labor required to get 
the rural delivery, the parcel post and 
the postal savings bank systems started, 
and with the rapidity of the growth of 
those systems, once under way, will look 
forward to the speedy growth of aerial 
mails, when the first trunk line, that 
from New York to Chicago, for instance, 
is found to be in successful operation- 


Improved and stabilized aeroplanes, as 


experience has shown, are almost as de- 
pendable as any other mode of carriage 
for passenger or freight now known. Im- 
provements that have been checked in 
recent months, by reason of the urgency 
of orders upon the builders, will, with 
the end of the European conflict, be 
adopted. Nobody at all informed as to 
the present and prospective aeroplane 
will doubt the feasibility of a New York- 
Chicago service. Let that be successfully 
instituted and the demand for air routes 
will soon become as persistent and urgent 
as was the demand for rural postal routes 
in the early days of that service.

IT IS A TITANIC TASK 
TO PROVIDE DOCTORS 
FOR THE U. S. ARMY 


BY L. HARPER LEECH. 


For every million fighting men— 


20,000 surgeons and doctors! 


Two million men are now being or- 


ganized to go to France. 
With them 


will go 40,000 doctors—about one- 
third of those now practicing in the 
United States. 


These figures give some idea of the 


immense organizing job thrust upon 
Surgeon General Gorgas and the med- 
ical corps of the army. But they tell 
the least part. 


Quality counts more than numbers. 


The soldiers are to be surrounded with 
every sanitary safeguard. 
The new 


kinds of wounds—mostly in the head 
and abdomen—call for the highest 
surgical skill. The problems of shell 
shock call for nerve and mental spe- 
cialists. The use of serums to combat 
infection and the new systems of camp 
and trench sanitation require the 
highest experts. 


Added to the problem is the con- 


serving of the health of the folk back 
home, and the workers in munitions 
plants and shipyards. 
As badly as 


skilled specialists are needed at the 
front, the organizers of the new med- 
ical army must provide for leaving 
enough skilled men in America. 


Practically all'the force must be 


Hies or legal representatives. 


On their return other doctors are 


pledged to abstain from treating their 
patients for a certain length of time, 
unless there is a. formal request from 
the patient.

Thomas J. Folcy, vice president of 


the Illinois Central company, a former 
Tort Wayne man and employe for 
many years of the I'ennsylvanls, re- 
lieves that slow speed ordinances and 
ether laws of the towns and villages 
through which steam roads pass, r.re 
responsible for many of the creating 
accidents. In a circular to trainmen 
.and engineers, Mr. Foley says In part: 


'I have not heard that there is a 


disposition anywhere to co-operate 
^r-tJi the railroads by removing un- 
^•eagonable speed restriction*. 
Sliip-

and states have not done anything. 
Pcrhajis this is lierausc they have not

tunity. 


"Speed restrictions are intended to 


make it safer for pedestrians and oc- 
cupants of vehicles, both horse-drawn 
and motor-propelled, regardless of the 
inconveniences to transportation. 
It 


Is thought by many that if trains are 
required to go through towns slowly 
and softly, with englnemen and train- 
men on the lookout, that there will 
not be so much danger of accidents. 
The effect of this Is to educate the 
public to become careless about rail- 
road tracks. There ought never to be 
anything don? towards teaching the 
public that railroad tracks are safe. 
The public ought to be taught that 
they are dangerous In the extreme, 
and the more dangerous they are tho 
more care will be taken by the people 
themselves to avoid accidents. 
Tho 


idea of placing responsibility on th 
railroads for safety at railroad cross- 
Ingw in wrong. 
In theory It. sounds 


fine, but in practice it does not prevent 
accident?,. 
1 believe the tendency o; 


th<- people to.rely on crossing flagmen 
gates and alarm hells, instead of rely 


ng on their own facilities, has been 
•esponsible for more crossing acci- 
dents than it has prevented. Crossing 
flagn'en occasionally err in giving sig- 
nals and this'results in accidents. The 
most approved gates once In a while 
ret out of order, .for a short time, it 
s.true, but usually long enought to 
cause an accident. 
The same Is true 


of alarm bells, and even when they 
are in order they ring so much that 
the public become neglectful of them. 


rosslngR considered the most dan- 


gerous, we known from experience, 
are the scenes of fewer accidents than 
crossings 
considered 
comparatively 


safe. If speed restrictions were re- 
moved, in my opinion, accidents would 
not Increase, because the people would 
become educated to look aut for them- 
selves at railroad tracks, instead of 
depending upon others to look out for 
them."

Belief is That a Wage Scale 


Will Be Found by Com- 


promises. 


Washington, Oct. 2.—Representatives 


of coal miners in the central competitive 
field rejected today a proposal by opel-! 
ators offering in part the wage increasea 
demanded. Conferences will be continued. 


The operators met the miners' demand 


for nn increase of 15 cents a ton in pick 
and machine mining with an offer of 5 
cents and proposed an advance of $1 a 
day for unskilled labor instead of the 
$1.90 asked. The demand for a straight 
20 per cent increase in pay for yardage 
nnddead work drew a counter proposal 
of 20 per cent in Ohio and Pennsylvania 
' with an equal amount in cents to be paid 


in Indiana and Illinois. 


The operators proposed a cotract for 


the period of the «ir instead of one last- 
ing for one or two years, and suggested 
: provisioja for enforcement. They would 
j have the contract drawn subject to the 


approval of the fuel administration. 


At the end of a morning conference it 


was said the operators and miners prob- 
ably would get together before the week 
ivas over, each yielding somewhat. Both 
sides are looking to the fuel administra- 
tion to increase prices to absorb the wage 
raises agreed on.
